hank  you,  These 
are  two  words 
that  we  use  daily. 
Occasionally.  I 
get  the 

impression  that  their  use  is  casual, 
an  expression  to  punctuate  an  act 
which  is  said  more  out  of  habit  than 
with  purpose. 

As  the  Director  of  Development, 
one  of  my  responsibilities  is  the 
Annual  Giving  Campaign.  This 
event  has  raised  almost  one  million 
dollars  since  its  inception  in  1988. 
The  enhancement  of  the  School's 
technology,  financial  aid  and 
scholarship,  and  professional 
development  for  our  staff  have 
traditionally  been  the  areas  most 
frequently  supported  by  these  funds. 
All  three  areas  are  important  because 


they  aJfeci  the  very  heart  of  the 
School  and  help  determine  just  what 
kinds  of  expetiences  it  can  offer  its 
students. 

Simply  purchasing  the 
technology  is  not  enough  to  provide 
such  an  experience.  The  teachers 
must  have  the  training  and  support 
to  understand  how  to  integrate  the 
technology  into  the  curriculum  and 
to  (acilitate  its  integration  into  the 
learning  experiences.  Professional 
development  and  a  commitment  by 
the  School  to  ensure  that  the  staff  will 
receive  the  necessary  training  and 
support  are  equally  imponant  to 
safeguarding  that  technology  is 
employed  appropriately  and  to  its 
fullest  capacity.  This  then  facilitates 
the  various  ways  in  which  technology 
can  enhance  the  student's  experiences. 


Ask  any  student  about  cheir 
Selw)'n  House  experience  and  they 
will  most  certainly  mention  the 
friends  they  have  made  over  the 
years.  However,  if  it  was  not  for  the 
financial  aid  and  various  scholarships 
that  have  become  available  at  the 
School,  many  of  their  friends  would 
not  have  been  there.  Financial  aid 
helps  to  guard  against  the  exclusion 
of  deserving  students  who  otherwise 
could  not  afford  to  attend  Selwyn 
House.  Since  1988,  the  available 
financial  aid  has  grown  from 
$25,000  to  $200,000  and  wc  would 
hope  to  see  that  amount  climb  to 
$600,000  in  the  years  to  come. 

To  all  alumni,  their  parents, 
grandparents,  and  other  friends  of 
Selwyn  House  who  have  helped 
make  Selwyn  House  School  what  it 


is  today.  I  thank  you  for  your 
continued  support.  I  would  also  like 
to  extend  a  sincere  thanks  to  current 
students  and  their  families  and 
friends  who  are  now  part  of  today's 
experience.  Theit  contributions  help 
to  nourish  the  School's  growth  and 
assure  a  smooth  transition  into  the 
21st  century.
